AGAWAM — If a picture says a thousand 
words, than David Cecchi’s latest Images 
of America series book, “Riverside Park,’ 
which features over 200 vintage images, says 
a great deal about the history of Agawam’s 
former amusement park. 

Cecchi, a lifelong resident of town who 
grew up in Feeding Hills and now lives in 
Agawam, has previously published two pic- 
ture books about his hometown, one in 2000 
and another in 2005. The proceeds from both 
of those books went towards the Agawam His- 
torical Association — of which he is a member 
— for the renovation and opening of the Aga- 
wam Historical and Firehouse Museum and 
the Thomas Smith House, respectively. 

“Someone on the board of the historical 
association had seen them [the books],”’ he 
said in describing his initial idea to compile a 
picture book of the town over a decade ago. 
“They were relatively new at the time. We 
thought it would be a good fundraiser for the 
association, which it turned out to be.” 

His third and latest book, “Riverside Park,” 
contains a collection of photographs from the 
former amusement park, now Six Flags New 
England.

From its earliest days as a picnic grove to 
its subsequent evolution into a major amuse- 
ment park, Riverside Park was synonymous

t 28-years-old, former Agawam resident 
Eric Hogan’s life was falling into place. 


A student in a doctoral program at UMass 


Memorial Medical Center in 
Worcester, Hogan had cause 
for celebration: his marriage to 
Sarah Kellogg Hogan in May. 
But his bright future faded in 
June following a kayaking ac- 
cident off the coast of Maine. 

Hogan and his wife Sarah 
Kellogg Hogan were on their 
honeymoon in Bar Harbor, 
Maine, when tragedy struck 
on June 19. Hogan, an avid 
outdoorsman, died when he 
got caught in stiff winds while 
kayaking. 

“He went out in the morning 
for a kayak ride and he didn’t 
come back,’ said Agawam 
Mayor Richard A. Cohen, who 
has known the Hogan family 
for the last 15 years. 

Cohen described Hogan as 
“one of the most humble, kind 
and considerate individuals who had this 
quiet genius about him. 

“He was a wonderful human being; a 
great kid. It’s a tremendous loss and very 
sad,” said Cohen.

AGAWAM -— The Agawam City Council 
has approved the supplemental budget for 
fiscal year 2012 with $250,000 to be used to 
help restore “acceptable” class sizes to the 
town’s elementary schools. 

A vote of seven in favor and two against 
passed the resolution to add the money dur- 
ing the council meeting Monday, Aug. 1. The 
money was removed from the reserve fund in 
the town’s budget on June 20. 

When Councilor Gina Letellier proposed 
cutting the $250,000 from the reserve fund, 
Mayor Richard Cohen pledged to submit a 
supplemental budget that gave the $250,000 
to the school district, which was facing dev- 
astating staff cuts. 

Those members of the public who spoke 
out on the subject pledged support for the 
school department, and both the mayor and

with summer for generations of New Eng- 
landers. Situated on the banks of the Con- 
necticut River in Agawam, Riverside was 
enjoyed by area residents for more than a 
century. 

Thousands swam in Lake Takeadip, danced 
to the most popular musical groups of the day 
in Cook’s Dancing Pavilion, spent Saturday 
nights at the Riverside Park Speedway, roll- 
er-skated at the Rollaway, and thrilled to the 
Cyclone roller coaster and countless other at- 
tractions. Riverside’s status as the epicenter 
of summer recreation in the northeast contin- 
ues to this day with the park’s current identity 
as Six Flags. 

“Pretty much the position that Six Flags 
holds in this town, Riverside established in 
1912,” he said. “It’s a cliché, but the more 
things change, the more things stay the 
same.” 

According to Cecchi, research into the his- 
tory of the park revealed that like Six Flags, 
Riverside was also afflicted by traffic head- 
aches that piqued the safety interests of town

city council listened at the June 20 budget 
public hearing. 

Despite the passage, the supplemental bud- 
get did not receive the support of two out of 
three members of the finance subcommittee 
during a meeting held just prior to the regular 
council meeting. 

Both Councilors John Walsh and Council 
Vice-President Robert Rossi cast dissenting 
votes; both objected to how the money was 
being used and the idea that the $250,000 
would cost the town $2.5 million during the 
next 10 years. 

“This money is going to be added to the 
base budget and it’s going to cost us $250,000 
each year for the next 10 years,” Walsh said. 
“This is not going to end up being a one- 
time authorization. And I don’t see any way 
around it.” 

Rossi criticized how far the money actual- 
ly went; he did not believe enough positions 
were restored with the money. He also criti- 


leaders. 

“T found newspaper articles from 1916 and 
1917 about speeders on River Road; they 
were going to Riverside,’ he said. 

Though the Images of America series is 
primarily photographs, Cecchi did include 
much of the information he gathered during 
his research. 

“There was so much 
to tell,’ he said. 

Though — Riverside 
Park was included as 
a chapter in his first 
book, “Agawam and 
Feeding Hills,” he col- 
lected so many post- 
cards and photographs 
that he thought it might be its own book. 

“T kind of kept that in my mind and contin- 
ued to collect photographs,” he said, adding 
he ended up buying a postcard album that was 
full of photos of the park from the 1920s. 

In conducting his research, Cecchi solicit- 
ed photos from people in town, whom he said 
play a role in the history of the area, whether

cized the funding of the high school resource 
officer with the funds, which he said should 
have never been taken from the budget. 

“They should have never taken out the 
resource officer because it was shown to be 
a very effective position,” said Rossi. “That 
position should have just been restored and 
should not be funded by this $250,000.” 

Councilor Jill Messick reminded the coun- 
cil that they voted unanimously to cut the 
$250,000 from the reserve fund knowing it 
would be going toward the schools. 

“We are quibbling over the mechanics of 
this when we clearly said at the budget hearing 
we wanted the money to be used to reduce the 
class sizes,” said Messick. “And they did that. 
[This] is a tiny amount of money in the overall 
budget and it has had such a huge effect.” 

Class sizes in three of the town’s elementa- 
ry schools will be reduced from 24-26 to 17- 
19 students per classroom, Councilor Dennis 
Perry said to Rossi. 


they know it or not. 

“People tend to think, ‘It’s a family pho- 
tograph, it’s not history, but it is,’ he said, 
adding in all, he received photographs from 
around 50 people. “It gives a really different 
perspective on the subject rather than the of- 
ficial postcards or official photographs.” 

The book, he said, 
features many photo- 
graphs that have never 
been seen before as 
well as little known 
and interesting facts 
about Riverside.

way, and the early steamboats serving the 
park. 

“Previous to this, there wasn’t anywhere 
where you could get the whole Riverside 
story,” Cecchi said. “That, to me, is what is 
important to tell. The introduction has a very 
detailed history of Riverside from its found- 
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“We may have only restored one teacher at 
the school, but that extra classroom reduces 
class size by quite a lot,” said Perry. 

Councilor Robert Magovern agreed that 
the positions added through the supplemen- 
tal budget were helpful to the situation and 
that class sizes would be “inappropriate” in 
this day and age if the funding was not ap- 
proved. 

He also criticized the teachers’ 
the problem. 

“T wish the union was as concerned about 
the students as the council is about their edu- 
cation,” said Magovern. 

Letellier said she was shocked that the fi- 
nance subcommittee would not make a rec- 
ommendation after the unanimous vote was 
taken on June 20. 

A total of nine positions were restored with 
the supplemental budget, five teaching posi- 
tions, three paraprofessionals, and the school 
resource officer.

ing...through the sale to Premiere Parks and 
its name change to Six Flags.”

Be wary of 
the weather 


t’s enough to instill fear into even the 
[ ssonsestminae people: sudden severe 

thunderstorm and tornado warnings. 
And since that fateful day when tornadoes 
ravaged the region two months ago, resi- 
dents here are still on edge whenever weath- 
er forecasts indicate another storm will roll 
through. 

While Agawam and Feeding Hills were 
spared from the widespread destruction that 
scarred many of our neighbors here in West- 
ern Mass, it’s difficult to feel completely 
safe; it has happened before and it could 
happen again. 

For those who cast a wary eye to the sky 
when the weather turns ominous, remember: 
It is far better to err on the side of caution 
and exercise safety measures than it is to suf- 
fer potential injury or loss during a storm. 
In the event that another catastrophe does 
strike, however, the Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Fire Services offers major storm 
safety tips to help residents prevent fires, 
electrical shock and carbon monoxide poi- 
soning when coping with disaster. 

When the power goes out — and let’s face 
it, during a heavy rainstorm that brings 
downed trees and power lines, inevitably it 
does — use flashlights and/or battery-oper- 
ated candles instead of traditional candles 
for light. If power remains off for an extend- 
ed period of time, oftentimes families will 
choose to resort to using a grill for food. Al- 
ways use charcoal or LP-gas grills outdoors. 
Never bring a grill inside due to the potential 
for carbon monoxide poisoning. 

If a generator is used to supply power to 
a residence, keep in mind they (and other 
fuel-powered machines) should be used out- 
side the home. Carbon monoxide fumes are 
odorless and can quickly overwhelm you 
indoors. 
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Because generators are run using gaso- 
line, state fire officials also urge caution 
when handling gasoline, which should never 
be stored inside the home; vapors will travel 
and find a heat source and could potentially 
ignite. 

And if there is one tip we could give our 
readers about storm safety, it’s this: Wa- 
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ter and electricity do not mix. Watch for 
downed wires if, for whatever reason, you 
are out in a storm. All downed wires should 
be considered “‘live.’ Remember, too, not to 
venture into a flooded basement. If outlets 
or the fuse box in the basement are under 
water, it could electrically charge the water 
and electrocute you. Flooded water may also 
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contain untreated sewage and cause serious 
health problems. 

We know during a storm, there’s the po- 
tential for danger no matter where you turn. 
So the next time the forecast indicates severe 
weather is on its way, find a safe space to 
wait it out; we’ve withstood Mother Nature’s 
winds before. 


Four reasons to prune a hedge 


neighbors. Both keep in a runaway ball and keep out the 

stray dog, or vice versa. Unlike a wooden fence, how- 
ever, a living hedge offers multi-seasonal interest. A number of 
shrubs suited for hedges flower or have appealing fall leaf color. 
Others are evergreen and fulfill the “need for 
green” even in the offseason. Some make great 
homes for wildlife, and others are the perfect 
backdrop for our holiday decorations. Whatev- 
er the case, a hedge doesn’t have to be old and 
overgrown to require your attention. Perhaps 
it is a little misshapen, or too tall and gangly. 
Maybe it has lots of dead wood. Anyway, there 
is no time like the present to get out the loppers 
and hand clippers and do some pruning. 

Old and overgrown hedges that fall into this 
category should be rejuvenated over the course 
of three years. The general rule of thumb is to 
remove no more than one-third of a shrub’s 
mass at one time. Working from the interior 
of each plant, cut out the oldest stems first to 
ground level. Fresh new growth will fill in the 
gaps. Repeat in years two and three, until all the 


sk is no doubt that like fences, good hedges make good

make your cuts at buds facing out to encourage outer branching. 
Best cuts are made on a forty-five degree angle just after the bud 
of choice. Try this pruning method on privet. 

Too tall and gangly hedges that are tall and thin need more 
than just “a little off the top.’ Here you will employ pruning 
strategies that you’ve already learned. Cut 
deep into the plant to bring down its height, 
then prune the sides of the shrub to outward 
facing buds to encourage a wider hedge. This 
technique works especially well with hedges 
comprised of Rose of Sharon. 

When there’s lots of dead wood the quickest 
way to prune a hedge has always been to em- 
ploy shears or electric trimmers and simply re- 
move new growth each season. Unfortunately 
this method makes for lots of green leaves at 
the plant’s tips but for very little on the interior 
of the shrub. If you should decide you want to 
reduce the overall size of the hedge you will be 
in for trouble - all that will be visible is dead 
wood. Start making “windows” now by cut- 
ting out large stems back to main branches. 
Light will penetrate inside the plant spawning

or may be reduced; curb your impatience and 
stick to the three-year rule. 

Misshapen hedges can sometimes be disproportionate and 
appear top or bottom-heavy. Proper pruning can alleviate this 
problem. Before horticulture college, it never occurred to me 
that I could determine the direction in which my shrub will grow 
based on the pruning cuts I make. I used to think I was merely 
shortening stems! Grab a branch and examine the buds closely. 
Some point inward while others point out. Voila! For a top- 
heavy shrub make cuts at inward facing buds on the upper sec- 
tion - this will curb outward facing growth. On the lower portion 


should apply here as well. Boxwood and yews 
benefit from this type of rejuvenation. 
Sure, pruning a hedge is probably not your favorite gardening 
task, but for me it sure beats painting a fence!

Under new leadership 
Brown named deputy chief of AFD

AGAWAM — With former Agawam 
Deputy Fire Chief Alan Sirois’ transition 
to chief following the retirement of Ste- 
phen Martin in May, the department was 
left to fill the second-in-command posi- 
tion. 

Effective Monday, Aug. 1, that role fell 
to Gary Brown, an Agawam resident and 
veteran firefighter. 

Brown, a member of Agawam Fire De- 
partment for 34 years, began his career 
as a call firefighter in 1976 before he was 
appointed to a permanent, full-time posi- 
tion in January 1977. He was appointed 
as a lieutenant in 1986 and has held the 
Interim Deputy Fire Chief position in the 
past. 


“Tt’s more of a leadership role,” he said 
of his new job. 

Prior to taking the deputy chief posi- 
tion Brown played a suppression role in 
the department, leading a group of fire- 
fighters in charge of extinguishing fires. 
Today, his role is more administrative, he 
said. 

“T work directly underneath the chief... 
basically assisting with equipment and 
procedures,” he said. 

His goal is to continue to ensure the 
safety of both the firefighters and the gen- 
eral public. 

In addition to the chief and deputy chief 
positions, Agawam Fire Department has a 
total of 44 firefighters, eight lieutenants, 
one training officer, one fire prevention 
officer and the department secretary.

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Tigers top Pirates for Full Count title

PALMER -— Since joining the Full Count League, five 
years ago, the Chicopee Tigers have been a dominant force. 

With a 3-1 win over the Holyoke Pirates, they took their 
fifth title in as many years, three games to one. The game 
was tight throughout with the added intrigue of a near no- 
hitter. 

There was a touching moment just before the start of the 
game. With both teams lined up on the field, Raul Maldona- 
do welcomed his brother, Sgt. Kelvin Maldonado back from 
Afghanistan. He had been stationed on the Enterprise. 

At the conclusion, in the spirit of good sportsmanship, 
both teams posed together for a group picture, with the play- 
ers mixed in with one another. Truly a wonderful testament 
to the classiness of all involved. 

Andre Conde, Chicopee’s go-to pitcher, was untouchable 
through six innings, where he threw just 67 pitches. He was 
perfect through five and then allowed his first base runner 
on a hit by pitch with one out in the sixth. Meanwhile, he 
was nursing a 3-0 lead that came on a single run in the first 
and another two in the second. Manny Diaz, the Holyoke 
hurler nearly matched him pitch for pitch, as he had in the 
opener. Diaz allowed just two hits in the game, both com- 
ing in the second inning, but some defensive lapses on the 
Pirates’ part brought in the runs. The no-hitter was broken 
up when Josh Almodovar lined a single to center and two 
more hits followed to account for the Holyoke run. When 
Conde struck out the final batter, Holyoke had the tying run 
in scoring position. 

Brad Brothers walked with one out in the top of the first 
and then moved all the way to third, when Karl Oliveira 
reached on an error. Chris Hebert’s grounder to second was 
bobbled just long enough for there to be a play only at first 
and that allowed Brothers to score. Conde had an easy 1-2-3 
inning with a flout, strikeout and ground out. 

Paul Winiarski led off the second with a base hit and 
moved to second on a single by Jeff Couture. Tin Sigda then 
reached on an error and when the ball got away, Winiarski 
scored and Couture went to third. John Boozang followed 
with a fly to left deep enough to score Couture for a 3-0 lead. 
With that out and the two that followed, Diaz would get out 
of the inning without further damage. In fact, that would 
begin a string of 14 straight retired by Diaz. 

Conde, though, was mowing down Pirates even more ef- 
ficiently. When he struck out a batter for the third out in the 
second, it would begin a string of eight strikeouts in nine 
batters. He would finish with 12 on the night, 

The game moved quickly. In the Chicopee sixth Rich 
Bowers reached on an error with two outs and was the first 
Tiger to reach since Couture’s single in the second. Jacory 
Gonzalez was Holyoke’s first base runner when Conde hit 
him with one out in the bottom of the sixth. Chicopee got 
some base runners in the seventh, as Ralph Edwards led off 
with a walk but his pinch runner was picked off. With two 
outs Boozang was hit by a pitch. 

It all came down to the seventh. Almodovar ended the 
no hit suspense with a single to center on an O-2 pitch. A 
passed ball got him to second and a single by Jesus Molina 
brought him home. Kenny Rodriguez made it three hits in a 
row with a 1-2 single and now the issue turned to just win- 
ning the game for Chicopee. A strikeout followed and then a 
grounder to short got both runners to move into scoring posi- 
tion. As he had all night, Conde finished with flair, striking 
out the final; batter of the game. 

To say that he was dominant would be an understatement. 
He pitched in three of the four games, throwing a three hit 
shutout in the game one and facing just one batter over the 
limit in that one. In game three, he came into a bases loaded 
one out situation in the sixth and forced a double play. He 
set the side down in order in the seventh. Then there was 
this gem. In fact, until he hit Gonzalez in the seventh, he had 
retired 43 of 44 batters faced. Diaz, for his part, was nearly 
as good. He gave up just five hits in the opener and had one 
bad inning, where the Tigers had two home runs and four of 
their hits. Then he allowed just two hits in the finale. 

The Chicopee Tigers got themselves to this point by virtue 
of their 6-2 win over the Holyoke Pirates in game three. For 
much of the game, it looked like the Pirates might turn the 
tables on the defending champs and put them into a 2-1 hole 
in the series, something that Chicopee has not had to face in 
their five-year run. Through five innings, Almodovar held 
the Tigers to one run on just three hits and his defense was 
taking nearly everything away. Almost matching him was 
Scott Leecock, who had had given up just four singles over 
that time. 

It was 2-1 through five, when Chicopee tied it up with a

single run in the sixth. They took charge in the seventh with 
a four spot, the big noise coming off the bat off Hebert who 
homered to left with two men on and helped them open up 
a four-run lead. Conde, who had come on in the sixth to get 
them out of a bases loaded one out jam with a double play, 
breezed through the seventh to end the game. 

The game was scoreless for the first two innings, though 
each first inning chances. Ben Benton led off the game with 
a walk and stole second. He never got further. With one out 
in the Holyoke first, Rodriguez singled and was forced at 
second. Almodovar walked to put two on, but a fine play by 
Benton at third ended the threat. Both teams went in order 
in the second.

The rest would 
be up to Conde, who was being matched by Diaz. Conde 
would retire 13 in a row before giving up a two-out single to 
Rodriguez in the seventh. The other two hits were by Almo- 
dovar in the second and Reyes in the third. Diaz would allow 
just five hits in his stint. 

In game two, it was Mike Rivera outdueling Steve La- 
gasse. Chicopee took a 2-0 lead in the third as Leecock sin- 
gled in one and Oliveira doubled in another. Holyoke tied it 
in the fifth with a couple of hits, errors and fielder’s choices. 
It remained that way until the eighth. Singles by Rodriguez, 
Baez and Almodovar and a fielder’s choice produced three 
runs and a 5-2 lead. Chicopee was able to only get one of 
those back and they fell short for a 5-3 loss. 

Though they won 3-1, this was a hard fought series for 
Chicopee and could easily have gone the other way.

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Mammograms help prevent deaths from breast cancer 


SPRINGFIELD -— For all the recent debate over the best 
age to begin mammography screening, one of the area’s 
leading breast-cancer specialists has never wavered in her 
belief in the value of caution when it comes to screening. 

“Let’s make one thing clear. We know that women who 
have regular screening mammograms reduce their risk of 
dying from breast cancer,’ said Dr. Grace Makari-Judson, 
medical director of the Comprehensive Breast Center, which 
is part of the Baystate Regional Cancer Program. 

“The controversy is not about whether or not mammogra- 
phy saves lives - it is about the details: when to start, when to 
stop and how often,” said Makari-Judson. 

The controversy began when a report by the U.S. Preven- 
tive Services Task Force, a federally appointed group that is- 
sues health care guidelines, questioned the benefit of screen- 
ing women younger than 50. The suggested new guidelines 
met with strong disagreement from breast cancer specialists, 
and even the American Cancer Society continued to recom- 
mend annual mammograms for women in their 40s. 

Adding fuel to the fire, a Norwegian study released last 
September concluded that routine mammograms account- 
ed for only about one-third of the decline in breast cancer 
deaths seen recently. 

And now skeptics are questioning a new paper published 
online in the journal “Cancer” that disputes the task force’s 
recommendations and notes mammograms can cut the breast 
cancer death rate by 26 percent for women in their 40s. They 
say the study’s authors may have overestimated the benefit 
and that their analysis was flawed. 

“Over 40 years of research has supported an unequivocal 
reduction in the risk of death for women undergoing screen- 
ing mammography. Although the task force report states this 
reduction to be only 15 percent, some recent studies support 
up to a 48 percent reduction in the risk of death for women 
undergoing regular screening mammography,” said Makari- 
Judson. 

The Baystate breast health expert noted that over the past 
two decades physicians have witnessed a 2 percent per year 
reduction in the risk of women dying from breast cancer. 
“That’s a 40 percent reduction in the risk of death since I 
have been in practice,” said Makari-Judson. 

She noted the accomplishment is due, in part, to better 


treatments, but that “screening makes a substantial contribu- 
tion.” Also, the average size of a breast cancer diagnosed to- 
day is significantly smaller than cancers diagnosed 20 years 
ago. 

“Breast cancer is less common in women ages 40 to 49, 
which is why more women in this age group need to be 
screened to save the same number of lives when compared 
to older women,” said Makari-Judson. 

“Breast cancers in young women often are faster grow- 
ing, thus the recommendation for every two years rather than 
yearly may compromise the benefit of mammography,” she 
added. 

The US Preventive Services Task Force did not recom- 
mend mammograms for woman over 75. “Women at age 
75 vary greatly in their overall health and life expectancy. 
We believe that it should be an individual decision between 
a health care provider and a woman as to whether or not 
screening 1S appropriate, so that a healthy 75-year-old wom- 
an may still potentially reap the benefits of screening,” said 
Makari-Judson. 

The challenge with interpreting many of the studies 1s that 
they were conducted years ago with older mammography 
equipment and different standards. Another way to approach 
the value of mammography is to look at women who have 
died from breast cancer rather than looking at women who 
are having screening mammography and trying to deter- 
mine the benefits. One recent study found that 75 percent 
of deaths from breast cancer occurred in the 20 percent of 
women who did not undergo regular screening, while only 
25 percent of the deaths occurred in women who did under- 
go regular screening. In other words, in the women who did 
not undergo screening, the risk of death from breast cancer 
was 56 percent compared to 4.7 percent for the women who 
did have regular screening. 

The Task Force recommended every other year mammog- 
raphy rather than every year even though every year is more 
effective citing the potential “harms” of additional testing 
and biopsies for benign breast conditions. To minimize these 
“harms,” Makari-Judson offers the following tips for making 
the most out of your mammogram: 

Seek out a site with expertise in mammography, 
including radiologists who interpret high volumes of mam-

important that I finish High School, and then I would move 
down to Nashville.” 

According to Wesley, who grew up in tiny Mound Valley, 
a community of about 200 people in southeastern Kansas, 
“A lot of the old ways are the best ways: family, God, treat- 
ing people right, doing what you’re supposed to do. I think 
it’s time to come back to what’s real. That’s what country 
music is about,” 

He puts those core values into his music with a whiskey- 
smooth voice and a timelessly winning way with a great 
country song. Wesley sings directly to real people about real 
things that profoundly affect real lives, and from his small- 
town upbringing to his blue-collar work ethic, he has a deep 
understanding of what those folks are longing to hear. 

He first discovered country music via his grandmother’s 
record collection, which included heaping helpings of classic 
crooners like Marty Robbins, George Jones and Ray Price. 
“We’d go over there on the weekends,” he recalls. “She’d 


have the console set up and the records stacked up and we’d 
listen to them as they dropped. Those guys back then, they 
could sing. I thought, “That’s what I want to do.’”
